In recent timo, Barns celebrations hat 
apread over several of the days nearest to

Burns dinners on Friday, Saturday, Mon- 
day, and Tuesday, with ona or two Burns! 
xermons ou the intervening Sunday. The 
poets take’an even wider latitude. their 
Yines upon tho “Immortal Memory" are 
sometimes published a couple of woeks de- 
fore any one can toast it. If the festival is 
to be anticipated’ in thin way, and its area 
increased, some colour will be given to the 
Sassenach heresy that the Burna Day was 
‘established as an oxcuge for ‘keeping up 
the New Year.” ‘One’ of the features of 
the-ctlebrations was the support given to 
the scheme for the printing’bf Barna’ works 
for the use of the bliad. A suggestion yas 
also made by Sheriff Guy, Edinburgh, 
which promises to bear fruit.’ “Ho recalled 
that over 'thirty years ago Dr. William 
Chambers, of the famous publishing firm, 
after the restoration of St ‘Giles’ Cathe-
